The fatal effects of this diminution 
of food are already but too ſenſibly felt; I have now before me a 
lit of thoſe who have died, and I perceive that the number is 
almoſt four times greater than that of laſt year at the ſame period; 
for, during the courſe of one month only, the number of deaths 
has amounted to one hundred and ten, while they did not exceed 


twenty Wing the. ſame month of- the preceding year. But this 


compariſon, however affliting it may appear, is only the firſt 
outline of the picture I ſhall be obliged to lay before you in a few 
months, unleſs the moſt effectual means are ſpeedily adopted, in 
order to prevent the conſequences which muſt otherwiſe. reſult 
from the wretched ſituation of the priſoners. Indeed it is impoſ- 
ſible to look at the ſtate of the different depots without being con-

Such is the ſituation of French priſoners in England. In 
France, on the contrary, the Engliſh, the Ruſſians, and the 
Auſtrians, who have fallen into our hands, not only receive a 
wholeſome and plentiful ſubſiſtence, but are clothed at the ex 
penſe of the republic, and enjoy a degree of liberty which the 
French priſoners are not allowed in this country. At every e 
of the war, a great number of priſoners have had permiſſio 

leave the dep6ts,, to Garry on different trades, and to. earn by the 
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fruits of their labour even more than would have provided them 
with a comfortable ſupport. ; : 

Whatever may be the intentions of the Britiſh government with 
reſpect to the Frenchmen now groaning in irons, I requeſt, in 
the name of humanity and the ſacred law of nations, that you 
will lay before that Government this picture of their ſituation. It 
cannot fail to affect every feeling mind. It has already made an 
impreſſion upon you, Gentlemen, and you have ordered a great 
number of invalids to be ſent home, The agents intruſted with 
the charge of ſelecting the priſoners falling under this deſcription 
have diſcharged their duty in the moſt humane manner; and I owe 
to you, as well as to them, my grateful thanks for their conduct 
on this occaſion. . . 

I cannot conclude this letter without replying to two objections 
which may appear at firſt ſight to palliate the difference of treat- 
ment experienced by the priſoners of the two nations. The 
republic” (it has been ſaid) “ may eaſily provide for the ſub- 
ſiſtence of Engliſh priſoners, becauſe there are very ſew in France.“ 
But if the chance of war has thrown a greater number of priſoners 
into the power of Great Britain, the duties of humanity ought 
certainly to plead more forcibly in their favour in proportion as 
their numbers increaſe at the reſpective depots. And on the other 
hand, ought not the Ruſſians, the Auſtrians, the Neapolitans, 
Bavarians, &c. now priſoners in France, to be taken into the 
account? Their number is at leaſt equal to that of the French 
confined in England. Are they not ſubſiſted at the expenſe of the 
republic? And do not the ſubſidies paid to their reſpective ſove- 

reigns appear to aſſimilate them to Britiſh ſubjes? 

I have alſo been told, «© That the people here are not better 
fed than the priſoners.” If the ſcarcity of proviſions is fo noto- 
rious, that Government, notwithſtanding its ſolicitude, cannot re- 
lieve the wants of the people, why ſhould Government unneceſ- 
ſarily increaſe the conſumption by feeding more than 22, ooo indi- 

viduals? I have already had the honour of / laying before you 
two propoſals on this ſubject, namely, that of ranſoming the pri- 
ſoners, or that of ſending them back to France on parole. Either 
of theſe alternatives would afford an effectual remedy for the evil 
in queſtion; the plan of parole has already been adopted with 
reſpect to French fiſhermen. No coinplaint of want of punQu- 
ality in this arrangement has hitherto ariſen. A meaſure of the 
ſame-nature for all the other priſoners would be held equally 
ſacred, for no government unqueſtionably would allow itſelf tg 
break an engagement of this deſcription” © © 

If neither of theſe propoſals are aeceded to by the Britiſh go- 
vernment, there ſtill remains another reſource, hitherto ſolicited 
in vain by the priſoners themſelves, but which, however, has 
never before been denied by any goyernment to-the greateſt er 
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nals: the reſource of their own induſtry. - The ingenious, but 
frivolous articles, manufactured by theſe unfortunate perſons from 

the bones which are left of their rations, are admired. What 

advantage might they not derive from their induſtry, if they were. 

allowed to employ it upon objects of trade! Labour would be- 

guile the hours of tedious captivity ; and even the nation, at whoſe: 

expenſe they are ſubſiſted, would be benefited by their exertions.

WE have received your letter of the aꝙth of laſt month, rela- 
tive to the preſent ſtate of the French priſoners of war in this 
country, and have, agreeably to your deſire, tranſmitted it to the 
Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty for their conſideration 
but at the ſame time we cannot help obſerving, that the diſtreſſed 
ſituation which you repreſent the priſoners to be in, is entirely 
owing either to their being totally deſtitute of clothing, or to 
their own imprudence, in diſpoſing of their proviſions by gaming, 
and not, as you aſſert, to an inſufficiency of the ration of provi- 
ſions iſſued to them, which is fully enough to keep men, living 
without labour, in a general ſtate of good health, and certainly 
affords more ſubſiſtence than a great part of the labouring people 
of this country is able to procure, being, as you well know, a 
full pound of bread, eight ounces of freſh beef, and above a 
quart of ſoup, compounded of yegetHdles or peaſe, for each man

We reiterated to you, in our ſeveral letters of the 21ſt of March, 
24h of May, 28th of Auguſt, 11th of September, and 15th of 
laſt month, the miſerable ſituation of the priſoners at all the 
depots from the want of clothing, and the melancholy con- 
ſequences that were to be expected to enſue, if the French govern- 
ment did not cauſe them to be ſupplied with that neceſſary article, 5 
previous to the commericement of the cold weather. © | _ 

In giving you ſuch timely premonition, we certainly did all | 
that was incumbent on us to do, or that-humanity dictated; _ 5 
we have no heſitation in ſaying, that if the French government had 
expended a few thouſand pounds in providing clothing for their 
people in this country, in proper time, the greater part of the 
evils of which you now complain would not have exiſted. — 

As it is certainly the duty of every ſtate to provide for the ſup- 
port of its people while in captivity, ſo, whatever may have been, 
ts arrangements with reſpect to victualling, it has been the cuſ- 
tom, in all former wars between Great Britain and France, for 
each country to provide clothing for its own ſubjeQs ; and agree- - 
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ably to this cuſtom, all the Britiſh priſoners in France, as well as 
the Ruſſian priſoners taken in Holland, are now actually ſupplied 
with elothing by our agent Captain Cotes, at the expenſe of this 
country, although you ſtate as a reafon for the French government 
not clothing their people here, that the Britiſh priſoners in France 

are clothed at the expenſe of your Government. e 
Whatever may latterly have been the effects of the priſoners 
' wanting clothing, it cannot be denied, that, until very lately, the 
priſoners at all the depots were generally in as good a ſtate of health 
as at any former period, even when victualled by their own coun- 
try. Some, indeed, had fallen victims to an invincible ſpirit of 
gaming, by ſporting away their allowance of proviſions as well as 
their clothing, and the bedding with which they had been amply 
ſupplied by us; but we believe that the number that has thus ſut- 
fered has hitherto not been very conſiderable, In our letters of 
the 22d of April and 20th of May laſt, we repreſented to you 
fully the effects of this pernicious practice, which had become fo 
' prevalent in the priſons; and we propoſed to you a meaſure, 
which, if adopted, we doubt not would have greatly tended to 
put a ſtop to it; but, for what reaſon we know. not, you have 
not hitherto taken any notice to us of our communications on that 
ſubjeA ; and from the want of your concurrence, the utmoſt ex- 
ertions of our agents, in purſuance of our orders for prohibiting 
gaming, have as yet proved ineffectual. While this practice con- 
tinues, it is evident, that, if the ration of the priſoners were ten- 
fold what it is, they would till ſport. it away; and the circum- 
ſtance of their now diſpoſing of the rations iſſued to them, is a 
proof that it is not on account of the inſufficiency of thoſe rations, 
but merely from the gambling ſpirit above mentioned; that they 
alſo diſpoſe of their bedding and clothing. Indeed, ſo far from 
their being obliged to part with their clothing to purchaſe provi- 
_ ſons, it appears, even from your own ſtatement reſpecting the 
prifoners at Liverpool, that they actually diſpoſe of a part of their 

ſubſiſtence to procure clothes. LIAR e 
With reſpect to your obſervation, of the priſoners not being 
permitted to increaſe their means of ſubſiſtence by labour, which 
you fay, the moſt ſevere adminiſtration would not refuſe to the 
- greateſt criminals,” we think it proper to acquaint you, that the 
priſoners at all the depots in this country, are at full liberty to 
exerciſe their induſtry within the priſons, in manufacturing and 
ſelling any articles they may think proper, excepting hats, which 
would affect the revenue in oppoſition to the laws, obſcene toys 
and drawings, and articles made either from their clothing or the 
| prifon ftores ; and by mearis of this privilege, ſome of them have 
been known to earn, and to carry off upon their releaſe, more 
than 100 guineas each. a e

THE priſoners, complained of the ſmallneſs of the ration, but 
not of the quality ſupplied. They wiſhed for more bread, and 
for beer inſtead of water. I found, however, that the ration, | 
their mode of cookery, which is left to themſelves, is not quite ſo 
inſufficient and deſtitute as ſome of them choſe to repreſent it. 

The French are generally great deyourers of bread, and there- 
fore what would be a very competent allowance to an Engliſh- 
man, appears a contracted one to them; while the meat, which 
an Engliſhman would think ſcarcely enough, is to them a reaſon- 
able allowance. The ration of a pound of bread with half a pound 
of meat, vegetables,  &c. digefted into a broth or ſoup, yielding 
ſeven quarts per diem to eyery ſix men, affords a ſupport which 
our labouring poor rarely have at any time, but certainly not du- 
ring the preſent ſcarcity ; and which to men living without labour, 
ſeems enough to maintain them in a general ſtate of . good health. 
And ] have been informed by ſome who are molt qualified to know, 
that the French priſons have never had ſo few ſick as at the pe- 
ſent time, Some, indeed, who had ſported away their allowance 
in gambling, to prevent which the agents have taken every pre- 
caution in their power, are in fact deſtitute enough, and ſo they + 
might have been, if their ration had been ten times as great. But 
this is their own fault entirely; and it cannot be expected, that if 
a priſoner be pleaſed to throw away his food by vice, that Gavern- 
ment muſt be at the expenſe of ſupplying him again. However, 
Wherever this has been diſcovered, particularly as it may be in the 
article of bread, the whole has been ſeized by the agent ne |

of the priſon from the winners or purchaſers, and diftributed 
among the priſoners at large, | 

Many of the priſoners have Nalls i in a kind of market ne 
the walls, in which, among other articles, they ſell proviſions 
and vegetables; and, I am told, acquire conliderable ſums. of 
money. This interior market is ſupplied by another without, 
where there. is a free acceſs of the country people with all ſorts of 
. proviſions, beer, and produce, which they are not allowed to ſell 
but at the fair market price, ſo that deſtitution.is only to be found 
among thoſe few who have been weak or wicked enough to loſe, 
their allowance by gambling. I am alſo informed, that many 
| thouſand pounds have been already remitted, and that ſums of 
money are continually remitting from France by the friends of the. 
priſoners, for additional comforts in their ſituation. This affords 
a conſiderable ſupply to many of their requirements. 

Their clothing in general, for: which the French government 
has ceaſed to provide (as well as for the victualling), is getting 
very bad; and, to meet the winter fairly, mult by ſome means or 
other be ſupplied. 

Beeſides the remittances from France, the drifoncrs are allowed 

to ſell any kinds of their own manufacture, ſtraw hats (which 
would-interfere with the revenue), and articles made from ſtores, 
excepted; by which means ſome have been known to earn, and to 
carry off on their releaſe, more than a hundred guineas each. This, 
with an open market as above mentioned, operates much to their 
advantage and comfort, and they ſhow their ſatisfaction in the 
habits of cheerfulneſs peculiar to themſelves. 

The priſoners have free acceſs to the ſeveral apartments from 
the opening of the priſon in the morning until they are ſhut 
up on the approach of night, with the exceptions only of the 
times when they are fumigating or cleanſing, for the preſervation 
of health. 

Six priſoners, choſen by the body at large, have acceſs to the 
cook- rooms every morning, when ihe proviſions are brought in, 
that they may witneſs to their full weight, and object to any defi- 

cienc 

. of ſickneſs, the patients are immediately removed, 
under the direction of the medical people, to the hoſpital, and

n Tueſday morning laſt we viſited the French priſon, and, 
as it is not our intention to aggravate, we ſhall ſtate only thoſe 
facts which we then witneſſed, and which ean be confirmed by 
the teſtimony of every military gentleman who has gyarded the 
priſoners. On our entrance, we were much ſtruck with the pale 
and emaciated appearance of almoſt every one we met, They were,

in general, nearly naked, many of them without ſhoes or ſtock- 
ings, walking in the court-yard, which was ſome inches deep in 
mud, unpaved, and covered with looſe ſtones like the public 
roads in their worſt ſtate. We then directed our attention to 
their proviſions, which, we are concerned to ſtate, were 
| wretched indeed. The bread fuſty and diſagreeable, leaving a 
hot pungent taſte in the mouth. The meat, which was beef, of 
the very worſt quality, ſuch as appeared to us not to be whole- 
ſome. The quantity allowed to each perſon was one 22 of 
this infamous bread, and half a pound of this carrion beef, 
weighed with its bone before dreſſing, for their ſubſiſtence for 
twenty-fqur hours. No vegetables are allowed, except to the 
ſick in the hoſpital, who haye an additional covering of a cloak 
or coat. We fear there is good reaſon for believing that the 
price given to the butcher and baker is quite ſufficient for procur- 
ing proviſions of a far better kind. On returning to the outer 
court, we were ſhocked to ſee two poor creatures on the ground 
near the door leading to the hoſpital court, the one lying at 
length covered with a blanket apparently dying, the other with 
a horſe-cloth or rug, cloſe to his expiring fellow-priſoner, as if 
to catch a little warmth from his companion in miſery. They 
appeared both to be dying from famine. The majority of 
theſe poor wretches ſeem to have loſt the appearance of human 
beings, to ſuch ſkeletons are they reduced. The numbers that 
die are great, generally ſix or eight in a day. From the beſt 
information we could collect, upwards of two hundred and fifty 
have died within the laſt fix weeks; and it is much to be feared, 


that, without ſome interference on the part of Government, or 


on that of benevolent and opulent individuals, in behalf of theſe

Me do not mean to ſay, that none of the French hated died l 


a deficiency of food as well as clothing; but this we can venture 


to aſſert beyond denial, that the want of food has been occaſioned 


by the priſoners parting with the rations of ſeveral days together 
by gaming, as well as their clothes, and thus have brought upon 
themſelves, and without pity from their countrymen, the compli- 
cated miſeries of hunger and cold, fa which mac i "have 12 


into their graves. 


From all that we an ** ſee, we hes no keſtation Ds con- 
clude, that the. proportion of faod-allowed, is fully ſufficient for 
life and health, if properly received, and not ſhamefully, loſt by 
gaming or otherwiſe. As the caſe now ſtands, the queſtion is ma- 
terially altered ; for it is not fair to conclude, from their preſent 
ſtate of debility, occaſioned by the want of clothes, againſt the 
ſufficiency of their food, if clothes were duly ſupplied. We muſt 
repeat it, that, in their condition, deſtitute in many. inſtances of 
the neceſſary warmth of covering, no diet whatever can preſerve 


health; and therefore, in order to reſtore it, we have directed, in 


conformity with their Lordthips' inſtructions, that the naked ſhould 
be clothed, without waiting longer, and probably in vain, for * 
exerciſe of French humanity to that end. 

To this meaſure we alſo think proper, in conſideration of the | 
preſent wretchedneſs of many, through the cauſes above mentioned, 
to adopt another, which we hope their Lordihips will- approve. 
We mean that the patients who may be diſcharged from the hof- 

pital, and thoſe who are in a convaleſcent ſtate out of it, who may, 
in the ſurgeon's opinion, need ſome additional nouriſhment rather 
than medical aſſiſtance, ſhall be allowed to have a meſs of rice and 
barley gruebin the morning, of about a pint for each man, until 
the return of ſpring, This will probably ſave many from coming 
into the hoſpital at all, and others from returning to it again, 


which is too frequently the caſe at preſent, on account of their 


being obliged to be diſcharged at an early period of their convaleſ- 
cence, in order to make room for others. - Upon mature and re- 
peated conſideration of all circumſtances, and from the inſorma- 
tion we have received here of the ſupplies of money through M.

The proviſions were of the very beſt quality; and the wine, 
porter, and every other neceſſary are ſupplied by the contractor in 
the moſt liberal manner. There are two Engliſh diſpenſers, and, 
two aſſiſtant ſurgeons, who have been regularly bred, and found 


qualified upon examination. To theſe are added. occaſionally. a3, - 


many French aſſiſtant ſurgeons and diſpenſers as the ſervice may re- 
quire. All theſe are reſident on or near the ſpot; '.  . .'-/ 
The principal ſurgeon, Mr. Shute of Briſtol, is a gentleman, 
of great profeſſional abilities, and has a very extenſive private 
practice. This, however, prevents him from doing to the publie 
ſervice that juſtice, by his attendance, which ſo important a truſt, 
and eſpecially at this time, abſolutely requires. His viſits to the 
hoſpital have been only every ſecond day, amd frequently not ſo. 
often, and then only for very ſhort ſpaces of time. By this mode 
of carrying on the ſervice, nearly three hundred patients are left 
too much. to the care of. the aſſiſtants... It being therefore a point 
of duty to repreſeht to Mr. Shute that his daily attendanco could 
not be diſpenſed with, and that, to do juſtice to the patients under 
his ſuperintendence, at leaſt three or four hours in every day

WW HEREAS the Right Honourable Lord Grenville, one of his 
Majeity's principal Secretaries of State, has acquainted us by 
his letter of this day's date, that a diſpatch has been received from 
Lord Elgin, his Majeſty's Ambaſſador at Conſtantinople, ſtating 
that the commander of the French army in Egypt had made pro- 
poſals to the Turkiſh government, offering tb evacuate that coun- 
try, upon condition of being ſuffered to return unmoleſted to 
France ; that the Turkiſh government appeared diſpoſed to ac- 
quieſce in this offer, and that application had been made, to his 
Lordſhip, requeſting him to grant paſſports for this purpoſe; and 
whereas, in conſequence of this information, Lord Grenville has 
ſgnified to us his Majeſty's commands, that inſtructions ſhould be 
given to the commander in chief of his Majeſty's fleet in the Me- 
diterranean, enjoining him not to conſent, on any account, to the 
return of the French army to France, or to their capitulating in 
any other manner, than jointly to the allied powers, whoſe forces 
are employed againſt them, or upon any other terms than that of 
giving up their arms, and ſurrendering as priſoners of war to the 
allied forces ſo employed; your Lordſhip is hereby required and 
directed, in purſuance of his Majeſty's commands as above ſigni- 
fied, to govern yourſelf accordingly, and on no account to conſent 
to the return of the French army in Egypt to- France, or to their 
capitulating, excepting on the conditions above ſpecified.

THE Right Honourable Lord Grenville, one of his Majeſty's 
Principal Secretaries of State, having, in his letter of this day's 
date, acquainted us, that in conſequence of the information con- 
tained in the diſpatches lately received from your Lordſhip, the Earl 
of Elgin, and Sir Sidney Smith, relative to the capitulation of the 
French army in Egypt, his Majeſty had been pleaſed to ſignify his 
commands, that inſtructions ſhould be tranſmitted to your Lord- 
ſhip, expreſſing his Majeſty's difapprobation of the terms entered 
into by the ſaid capitnlation, thoſe terms appearing to his Majeſty 
to be more advantageous to the enemy than their ſituation entitled 
them to expect, and being likely to prejudice the intereſts of the 
allies, by reſtoring to the French government the ſervices of a con- 
ſiderable and diſciplined body of troops; that beſides this objection 
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to the terms, his Majeſty does not conſider Captain Sir Sidney 
Smith as having been authoriztd either to enter into or to ſanction 
any ſuch agreement in his Majeſty's name, that officer having had 
no ſpecial authority for that purpoſe, and the caſe not being one in 
which the Captain commanding his Majeſty's ſhips on the coaſt of 
Egypt, ought to have taken upon himſelf to enter into an agreement 
of this nature, without the ſanction of his commanding officer; 
but that, as the General commanding the enemy's troops appears 
to have treated him as a perſon whom he bona fide conceived. to 
poſſeſs ſuch authority, and as a part of the treaty was immediately 
to be executed by the enemy, ſo that by annulling this tranſaction 
(in as far as his Majeſty's officer was a party thereto) the enemy 
could not be replaced in the ſame ſituation in which he before 
ſtood, his Majeſty, from a ſcrupulous regard to the public faith, has 
judged it proper that his officers ſhould abſtain from any act incon- 
ſiſtent with the engagements to which Captain Sir Sidney Smith 
has erroneouſly given the ſanction of his Majeſty's name. a 

And whereas Lord Grenville has at the ſame time acquainted 
us, that with this view he ſhall tranſmit to the Earl of Elgin his 
Majeſty's commands to ſettle with the Porte, the form of a paſſ- 
port to be given in the name of his Majeſty, not as a party to the 
capitulation, but as an ally to the Porte; and that it is his Majeſ- 
ty's farther pleaſure the ſaid paſſports, as well as thoſe which may 
have been in the interval (however informally) granted by Sir Sid- 
ney Smith, are to be reſpected by his Majeſty's officers; but that 
although, from the conſideration ahove mentioned, his Majeſty 
does not think proper to obſtruct the execution of this treaty by 
the Porte in the manner therein ſtipulated, he does not feel himſelf | 
bound to authorize his officers to take any active part in it, or to 
furniſh any convoy or tranſports-for its execution, or to take any 
other ſhare in carrying it into effect; yet, if any application

His Majeſty having been informed, by the confidential commu: 
nication made to him by his Imperial Majeſty the Emperor of 
Ruſſia, of the ſtate of the negotiation between the court of Peterſ- 
burgh and the Ottoman Porte, has judged that it will be better, on 
account both of the friendthip ſubliſting between his Majeſty and 
the Emperor of Ruffia, and of that public and oſtenſible union 
which thoul{ ſubſiſt between powers acting in concert againſt the 
common enemy, to givago the new treaty rather the form of an 
acceſſion on the part of. hi Majeſty to the alliance between the 
two courts above mentioned, than that of a diſtin and ſcparate 
negotiation. 

Moſt of the points of difference which yon will find between the 
contre- projet I now ſend you, and the projet tranſmitted ro me o 
Mr. Smith, have reference to this reſolution ; the principal obje 
in framing the contre projet having been to adherc, as cloſely as 
poſſible, to the form and even to the expreſſions of the Ruſſian 
treaty, as far as they were applicable to the local cireumſtances bf 
his Majeſty's dominions. 

I have no other obſervation than this to make, on the ſubject 

of the preamble and the firſt article the engagement to make 
common cauſe in the preſent war, which was contained in the firſt 
article of the projet tranſmitted by Mr. Smith, being the ſubject 
of one of the ſucceeding articles in the contre-projet. 

The ſecond article, as well as all the others as far as the eighth, 
are frained conformably to thoſe in the Ruſſian treaty, which treat 
on the ſame ſubjects. The variations, where there are any, are 
founded on principles ſo evident, that his Majeſty does not think 
they can meet with any difficulty. 

In the ninth article, you will obſerve the terms which are made: 
uſe of, on the ſubject of the naval forces which his Majeſty has 
conſented to employ for the defence of the coaſts of the Ottoman - 
empire, and to aflilt in offenſive operations againlt the envy 
either in Egypt orelſewhere. 

From the ſtate of uncertainty in which we ſtill remain with 
reſpect to the details of the action which has taken place between 
the Britith and French fleets (although the known ſuperiority of 
his Maje:ty's navy, and the concurrent teſtimony of fo many dif- 
terent reports, afford the beit hopes of a complete ſucceſs), it is as 
yet impoſſible to take a definitive reſolution with regard to the 
number and the force of the thips of the line and others, that it will 
be-neceſſary to leave | in the ſeas of the Levant, for the purpoſes 
above mentioned.

A REVOLT was organizing in Piedmont, while our victo-

The firſt prohibitary law to be adopted by every maritime ſlate, 
is what is called, in England, an Act of Navigation. It is ſtrange, 
that, for mare than a century, England ſhould have been the only 
nation to promulgate an ad uf this nature, which, may very well 
be defined, an imperious order, addreſſed tu every government, and 
to all nations; and it is ſtill more ſtra ge that not a ſingle nation, 
except the United States of America, ſhould have oppoſed to this 
declaration of perpetual war, a meaſure of repriſallss. 

A broad act of navigation may be dran up in ſuch a manner as 
to comprehend the whaie Aarne laws of the local commerce 
of every maritime power, with all the diſtindions which the 
peculiar circumſtances and relations of each may require. 

It does not appear uſeful or 2 that this act, like that of 
England, ſhould at firſt include all nations in its prohibitions. The 
chief object of this meaſure being to procure its final abolition, and 
that of all other laws of the ſame nature, it. mult not be the act of 
any particular ſtate, but the federative act of all. It is proper alſo, 
that the navigation of powers thus allied in a common cauſe ſhould 
be mutually acknowledged, favoured, and equally protected, in 
their reſpeclive ports. The only exception from this law of re- 
ciprocity, is the navigation between colonies and their mother- 
country, which muſt remain privileged 1ill better times; but with 
reſpect to the coaſting trade; and all imports to and from other

' Theſe ideas of equal participation on the one hand, joined to 
thoſe of ſfi& prohibition on the other, will lead by degrees to 2 
general fyſtem of participation, and, by a neceſſary conſequence, 
to an abolition of all prohibitory regulations.

with dangers, without the power of comparing their magni. 
tude with other dangers of a different deſcription ; ' who live 
from day to day, and, dragging out a miſerable exiſtence, ſeek to 
forget, in the pleaſures and monotony, of an inactive life, the mif- 
fortunes of dependance, the-vices of poverty, and the dangers of 
weakneſs. 
My ſole object in this chapter has been to point out the princi- 
ples of neutrality adopted by France, and to complete, by an ex- 
planation of her ſyſtem of conduct towards neutral powers, the 
ſurvey of her political ſituation with regard to all civilized nations. 
I had already proved that France has ſhown herſelf faithful and li- 
beral to her allies, and that generoſity and juſtice towards her ene.

In ſuch a ſtate of things, nothing certainly could be 
more inconſiſtent with the ideas 9 neutrality, and nothing more 
diſtinctly indicate a hoſtile diſpoſition, than that thoſe engagements 
were not poſtponed till it was aſcertained whether Ruſſia was not | 
to be conſidered as a belligerent power. Such forbearance was 
the more to be expected, and particplarly from the court of Co- 
enhagen, as, by an expreſs article of the league of 1780, the 
aniſh ports and havens in Norway were placed at the diſpoſal 
of Ruſſia for the purpoſe of facilitating the proſecution of hoſtili- | 
ties out of the Baltic. When therefore the King was informed | 
by one of the contracting parties that the object of the negotiations 
which had been begun at Peterſburgh, without giving the leaſt |: 
intimation, and which at laſt, according to the information re- 
ceived by the King, had terminated in the concluſion of a couven- 
tion, was no other than to renew the former confederacy to prels 
upon his Majeſty a new code of law to which he had already 
relufed his aſſent ; and when moreover he had the moſt certain ins 
telligence, and could no longer doubt, that the powers of the Baltic, | 
engaged in this tranſaction, were purſuing warlike preparations | 
with the utmoſt activity; when one of thofe powers had plac | 
itſelf in a ſtate of actual hoſtilities with his Majeſty ; no other al-. 
ternative remained, but either t6 ſubmit, or to adopt meaſures 
which were calculated to put an effeQual ſtop to the hoſtile opera- 
tion of a league, which, by the declaration of the Danifh court 
itſelf, was openly directed againſt his Majeſty. Meanwhile his 

' Majeſty has not omitted on this occaſion to diſplay his wonted 
juſtice and good will. Although he felt it neceſſary, for the main- 
tenance of his rights, to ſecure ſome pledge againſt the hoſtile at- 
tacks which were meditated againſt his rights, yet he has taken 
the utmoſt care to guard againſt loſs and injury to individuals, 
Firmly convinced that his conduct towards neutral ſtates has been 
conformable to the recogniſed principles of laws, whoſe baſis 
ſanction is to be found nat in paſling intereſts and momentry com 
venience, but in the general principle of juſtice ; of laws which 
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have been received and obſerved by oy Seen courts of all the 
maritime powers of Europe; his Majeſty does not yet fortgo the 
hope that the courts of Stockholm and Copenhagen will not take 
upon them the reſponſibility. that will fall upda the anthors of the 
war; that particularly they will not expoſe themſelves to that 
reſponſibility for the introduction of innovations, the notorious 
;njuſtice of which has induced thoſe powers by which they were 
firſt broached, to oppoſe, when they found themſelves at war; 
innovations beſides, which are expreſsly repugnant to _ thoſe 
treaties which have been concluded with his Majeſty. The ſtep 
on which his Majeſty has reſolved muſt have long been foreſeen. 
The Britiſh government has never concealed that it conſidered the 
league of 1780 as hoſtile, and had never ceaſed that attention with 
which it watches over the rights of the nation. It immediately 
reſiſted the attempt to renew the principles which at the above- 
mentioned period had been agitated, and the underſigned declared 
to Count Haugwitz at the firſt conference he had with him on his 
arrival at Berlin, „That his Majeſty would never ſubmit to pre- 
tenſions which were irreconcilable to the true principles of public 
law, and which ſtrike at the foundations of the greatneſs and 
maritime power of his kingdoms.” —Still later, in the beginning 
of November, the underfigned had the honour to repreſent to his -

"HE underfigned, principal Secretary” of State for foreign 
Affairs, has been commanded by his Majeſty to make the 
following communication to Count Von Wedel Jarlſberg, and 
Baron Von Ehrenſward, Daniſh and Swediſh envoys at this court. 
His Majeſty has heard with the ſincereſt concern, that at the 
moment when. the court of Peterſburgh had adopted the molt 
hoſtile meaſures againſt the perſons and property of his Majeſty's 

ſubjects, the two courts of Copenhagen and Stockholm had con 
cluded a convention with that power for the mainfenance of a 
naval armed confederacy in the north of Europe. If the circum- 
ſtances under which the convention alluded to was negotiated and 
concluded, could have left any doubt in his Majeſty's mind re- 
ſpecting the objects to which it is directed, that doubt would, by 
the declarations of the court of Peterſburgh, and ſtill farther by 
the recent and official declarations of the court of Copenhagen, 
have been completely removed. It is ſufficiently known with 
what hoſtile intentions an attempt was made, in the year 1780, t0 
introduce a new code of public law againſt Great Britain, and to 
ſupport by force a ſyſtem of innovation prejudicjal to the deareſt 
rights of the Britiſh empire. But his Majeſty has hitherto had the 
ſatisfaction to ſee that thoſe arbitrary and injurious meaſures have 
been completely given up.

the court of Peterſburgh, which had taken a. moſt active part in 
the eltabliſhment of the former alliance, entered into articles with

= liſhed in his No. 42, the extract of a letter from Copenhagen 
of the 1ſt April (:oth Germinal), filled with aſſertions v hich tend 
to raiſe injurious doubts upon the conduct of the Swedes, relative 
to the paſſage of the Sound by the Engliſh fleet. A ſerupulous 
fidelity in the fulfilment of its engagements has ſo characterized in 
all times the Swediſh nation and its government, that its dignity 
could not be injured by calumnious aſſertions, invented by malice 
and perfidy, or by exceſſive ignorance. It would, 'undoubtedly, 
'be ſufficient to repel theſe calumnies with the profound con- 
tempt with which they muſt, no doubt, have inſpired a juſt and 
enlightened public. But as ſome perſons may have been led into 
error by the boldneſs of theſe aſſertions, and want of the know.

Extra® of a Letter from Colonel Humphreys, to the Secretary of State, 


] THINK I cannot diſplay too much eagerneſs in communicating 
to you, by different conveyances, the news this moment re- 
ceived by me from Algiers. I haſten then to tranſmit copies of 
Conſul O'Brien's letters to the 6th inſtant, which came to me 
through the department of the firſt miniſter of ſtate for his Ca- 
tholic Majeſty. From the laſt of theſe letters you will learn, that 
the Bey of Tripoli having refuſed the mediation of "Algiers, the 
preſents ſent from thence, and the bills of Conſul Cathcart, was 
determined upon war againſt the United States, and was ſending 
his cruiſers to ſea accordingly. It is devoutly to be wiſhed that 


he may ſoon have reafon to repent this wicked and raſh proceeding 


at his leiſure, As it is a conſiderable time ſince Colonel Cathcart. 
(whom I conſider a very faithful: and vigilant public officer) took 
the wiſe precaution of giving extenſive advice of the great proba- 
bility of this event, I cannot but hope that our unarmed merchant 
veſſels will not be expoſed to the hazard of falling into the poſſeſ- 
lion of theſe pirates, but that they will rather be detained in port 
(toyever inconvenient or expenſive it may be) until they can be 
protected by armed veſſels of the United States, adequate to the 
purpole. On' the policy of repelling force by force, and of block- 
ing the ports of this aggreſſor, I can add little to the motives which 
| tave already had the honour to offer. I may, however, Juſt be 
allowed to ſay, that. the circumſtances ſeem more than at any 
former time to reduce us to the alternative of having a few frigates _ 
and light armed veſſels in the Mediterranean, or of relinqui ing 
our trade in it. To be at war with one of the Barbgey powers, 
ſubjects our commerce to nearly the ſame riſk as to be #t war with 
all of them. To chaſtife that haughty but contemptible power,

regulations, to the Tuſcans, as the new King of Etruria, and 
charged the Marquis Count Cæſar Ventura to receive, as his 
plenipotentiary, the uſual oath of fidelity arid obedience. 

The royal advocate, Thomas Magnami, ad interim, then ſtood 
up, who acted as Diredteur des Informations, and who, in that 
capacity, invited, in an elegant ſpeech, the Senate, and the civic 
magiſtracy, to take the oath of fidelity and obedience to the new 
ſovereign, whoſe rare and well-known qualities could alone com- 
penſate for the ſovereign they had loſt, ' + . 

The Senator Lieutenant Count Roland del Benino next roſe, 
and made a-ſuitable anſwer to this ſpeech. He expatiated equally 
on the greatneſs of the boon which Tuſcany had received, and the
